EEDS,  like  other  commodities,  vary  greatly  in  their  value.  Purity,  Germination, 
Productiveness,  Earliness,  Adaptability,  Uniformity,  Beauty,  Color,  Food  Value, 
Shipping  Qualities,  and  Disease-Resistance  are  some  of  the  plant  characteristics 
that  seedsmen  and  plant  breeders  have  been  striving  to  put  into  their  seeds  to  a 
greater  degree.  These  efforts  have  achieved  results  that  are  far  in  advance  of  the  best  in 
use  a  few  years  ago.  Improved  types  and  strains  are  the  most  practical  means  of  reducing 
cost  of  production. 

The  difference  in  cost  of  new  hybrid  seed  corn,  sufficient  to  plant  an  acre,  is  about  $4.00, 
whereas  the  value  of  the  crop  has  been  practically  doubled  in  many  cases.  Similar  results 
have  been  obtained  with  better  strains  of  Lettuce,  Cabbage,  Celery,  Beans;  in  fact,  almost 
all  vegetable  crops.  True  figures  would  look  fantastic  in  many  cases;  nevertheless,  when 
seed  alone  accounts  for  cutting  95%  of  No.  1  heads  of  a  Lettuce  crop,  compared  with  30%, 
any  slight  difference  in  cost  of  seed  is  insignificant. 

Flower  seed  growers  have  done  and  are  doing  remarkable  work  in  improving  plant  types, 
as  many  gardeners  are  well  aware.

Reports  show 
many  mixtures  contain  25%  to  30%  inert  material,  40%  to  66%  cheap  filler  grass  seed, 
2%  to  3%  weeds,  and  only  6%  to  15%  seed  of  lawn-making  grasses.  The  Connecticut  State 
Report  shows  our  four  most  popular  mixtures  contain  an  average  of  94.13%  Pure  Seed  of 
desirable,  lawn-making  varieties,  with  only  5.75%  inert  matter  and  less  than  Vs  of  1% 
weed  seeds,  which  we  believe  is  a  very  creditable  showing  and  typifies  our  desire  and  ability 
to  serve  you  well  with  high-grade  seeds  at  moderate  prices.

The  prices  in  this  catalogue  do  not  include  postage,  except  on  vegetable  and  flower  seeds  by  the 
packet,  ounce  or  quarter-pound  and  single  pound.  Larger  amounts  according  to  zone  rates  (see  table 
below).  When  allowing  for  postage  make  allowance  for  packing,  as  one  pound  packed  ready  to  mail 
weighs  more  than  one  pound  and  counts  as  two  pounds  according  to  postal  rules,  which  state  “a  frac¬ 
tion  of  a  pound  being  computed  as  a  full  pound.”  Poisons  cannot  be  sent  by  mail  without  special 
packing.

Liquids 
and  poisons  should  be  ordered  sent  by  express  or  freight,  as  poisons  are  not  mailable  without  special 
packing. 


FREIGHT  SHIPMENTS 

Should  be  used  when  possible  on  heavy  goods.  The  saving  will  be  considerable.  Order  early  and 
allow  ample  time. 


TERMS  CASH  WITH  ORDER 

Accounts  cannot  be  opened  for  small  amounts.  Persons  wishing  to  open  accounts  must  furnish 
satisfactory  references,  and  allow  time  for  investigation  before  shipment  can  be  made. 

BAGS. 

As  a  rule  seeds  are  best  shipped  in  strong  cotton  sacks  holding  up  to  two  and  one-half  bushels 
each,  and  must  be  charged  for  at  market  price;  present  charge,  30  cents  each.  Burlap  bags,  10c.  each, 
are  unsuitable  for  grass  and  other  fine  seeds. 

WRITE  ADDRESS  PLAINLY 

Write  your  Name,  Post-Office  and  State  plainly  and  in  full  on  every  letter.  When  Express  or  Freight 
Office  is  different  from  Post-Office,  advise  us  of  the  same. 

SEEDS,  ETC.,  BY  WEIGHT  OR  MEASURE. 

Quarter-pound  and  one-quarter  bushel  will  be  charged  at  slight  advance  above  pound  and  bushel 
rates — 5  pounds  at  the  10-pound  rate;  25  pounds  at  the  100-pound  rate.  Prices  subject  to  market 
and  changes  without  notice.

Carrot ,  New  Bunching

Coarse  grasses,  such  as  Domestic  or  Italian  Rye  Grass,  should  be 
used  only  in  moderate  quantities  when  a  nurse  crop  is  required. 
They  are  not  permanent. 

In  laying  out  a  piece  of  ground  for  a  lawn,  care  should  be 
exercised  to  obtain  the  grade,  and  perfect  the  general  plan  of  the 
ground  before  attempting  to  sow  any  seed  at  all.  After  the  cor¬ 
rect  grade  has  been  obtained  and  the  surface  sufficiently  plowed  or 
spaded  it  should  be  thoroughly  harrowed  to  pulverize  the  lumps 
and  so  left  that  there  will  be  at  least  four  inches  of  good  rich  top 
soil  over  the  whole  surface.  Remove  all  roots  and  loose  stones, 
brush  the  surface  or  rake  down  perfectly  smooth,  and  in  a  suitable 
condition  for  successful  germination  and  growth  of  the  fine  seed, 
which  is  used  for  seeding.  Leave  the  soil  in  this  condition  5  to  15 
days  or  more  before  seeding  is  desirable,  when  possible,  especially 
in  spring  sowing.  During  this  time  many  weed  seeds  in  the  soil 
germinate  and  are  easily  killed  by  pulling  or  very  shallow  raking.  A  lawn  is  kept  closely  cut  and  a  dense  turf  of 
fine  grasses  is  desired.  For  that  reason  seed  should  be  sown  thickly  (100—150  lbs.  per  acre  or  3  to  4  lbs.  per  thousand 
square  feet).  After  sowing  the  seed,  rake  the  surface  lightly;  roll  to  firm  the  soil  if  necessary.  Avoid  forming  a 
crust  or  hard  surface  often  caused  by  rolling  too  heavy  or  when  wet.

In  Connecticut  Sweet  Peas  must 
be  sown  early,  usually  March  15  to 
April  1,  as  they  grow  best  during 
the  cool,  moist  days  of  early  Spring. 
Prepare  a  trench  18  to  24  inches 
deep,  for  good  root  development,  in 
rich  sandy  loam,  adding  about  five 
pounds  each  bone  meal  and  pulver¬ 
ized  sheep  manure  for  a  25  foot 
row;  lime  if  soil  is  acid.  Fill  and 
firm  well  to  a  level.  Sow  only  one- 
half  inch  deep  using  1  oz.  seed  to 
25  foot  row.  Do  not  sow  deep  or 
in  a  depression  as  formerly  recom¬ 
mended.  It  is  a  good  plan  to  pre¬ 
pare  trench  in  the  Fall.  Fall 
sowing  about  November  10,  gives 
better  and  earlier  plants  where 
soil  permits  (a  sandy  loam  well 
drained).  If  seeds  should  rot  and 
need  replanting,  it  is  an  easy  matter 
to  resow  in  Spring.  Plants  grow 
stronger  if  not  less  than  6  inches 
apart.

CABBAGE— CAULIFLOWER 

Cabbage  Worm.  Green  worms  feed  upon  leaves 
all  through  season.  Spray  unheaded  plants  with 

lead  arsenate.  Use  Red  Ar¬ 
row. 

Cabbage  Lopper.  Smooth 

looping  caterpillars  feed  with 
cabbage  worms  late  in  sum¬ 
mer,  and  require  same  treat¬ 
ment. 

Cabbage  Maggot.  Infest 

stems  of  early-set  plants  near 
surface  of  ground,  checking 
growth  and  often  killing 

them.  Practice  crop  rotation. 
Place  hexagonal  tarred  paper 
discs  around  stems  at  setting 
time.  Treat  with  carbolic  acid  emulsion. 

Club  Root.  Causes  knob-like  enlargements  on 
the  roots  of  cabbage  and  allied  plants.  The  germ 
often  becomes  established  in  the  soil;  when  pos¬ 
sible  avoid  such  land  and  the  use  of  refuse  from 
old  plants  on  the  soil.  Be  especially  careful  that 
the  seed  bed  is  not  infested.  Infested  land,  if  used, 
should  be  treated  in  the  fall  with  lime  broadcast 
at  the  rate  of  80  bushels  per  acre,  and  worked  in. 

CELERY 

Celery  Caterpillar.  Feeds  upon  the  leaves  of 
celery,  parsley,  fennel,  carrot  and  parsnip.  On 
the  latter  two  plants,  lead  arsenate  may  be  used. 
On  celery  and  parsley  use  Red  Arrow. 

Leaf  Blight  and  Leaf  Spot  are  two  diseases 
showing  “rusty”  spots  on  leaves  and  petioles;  the 
latter  trouble  distinguished  by  the  very  minute 
black  dots  in  the  discolored  spots,  often  progress¬ 
ing  in  stalks  after  storage.  Spray  the  plants,  thor¬ 
oughly  in  the  seed  bed  with  Bordeaux,  as  infected 
plants  are  often  the  means  of  introducing  the 
trouble  in  the  field.  If  necessary  continue  the 
spraying  after  transplanting  at  intervals  of  about 
two  weeks,  up  to  the  middle  of  September.  Before 
covering  for  bleaching,  if  leaf  spot  is  abundant, 
dust  with  sulphur,  and  before  final  storage  remove 
infected  leaves  and  dust  again. 

CORN 

Corn  Ear  Worm.  Eats  the  immature  kernels  at 
the  end  of  the  ear.  Dust  with  equal  parts  sulphur 
and  powdered  lead  arsenate. 

CUCUMBERS 

Striped  Cucumber  Beetle.  Attacks  young  plants, 
eating  the  leaves.  Larvae  infest  the  main  root  or 
stem  under  ground,  often  killing  the  plant.  Spray 
with  Red  Arrow. 


CURRANT 

Currant  Worm.  Devours  foliage  in  May.  Spray 
with  hellebore  or  lead  arsenate  soon  as  leaves 
unfold. 

Currant  Borers.  The  larvae  of  two  species  of 
insects  tunnel  in  the  pith  of  the  stems,  causing 
the  leaves  to  droop  and  wilt.  Destroy  infested 
canes  during  May. 

Currant  Aphids.  Yellowish-green  aphids  on 
under  side  of  leaves,  causing  them  to  curl.  Under¬ 
spray  with  nicotine  solution. 

ELM 

Spiny  Elm  Caterpillar.  Clusters  of  black  spiny 
caterpillars  often  strip  certain  branches  of  elm, 

Remove  and  destroy  entire 
cluster,  or  spray  with  lead 
arsenate. 

Elm  Leaf  Beetle.  Adult 

beetles  ,  eat  holes  through  the 
leaves  in  May,  and  in  June 
and  July  the  larvae  or  grubs 
eat  away  the  green  tissues 
from  the  under  surface.  Spray 
with  lead  arsenate  early  in 
May  to  kill  egg-laying  beetles, 
or  spray  under  surface  of 
leaves  with  same  mixture 
about  June  1st,  to  kill  the 
larvae.  Yellow  pupae  at  base 
of  trees  may  be  killed  with  oil. 

GRAPE 

Grape  Plume  Moth.  Small,  green,  shiny  cater¬ 
pillars  web  together  the  newly-formed  leaves  at 
the  tips  of  new  shoots.  Damage  more  apparent 
than  real.  Crushing  by  pinching  these  leaves  is 

Grape  Berry  Moth.  Larvae 
feeds  and  develops  inside  the 
berries,  and  this  is  the  cause 
of  most  wormy  grapes.  Spray 
with  lead  arsenate  soon  after 
fruit  sets,  and  repeat  twice  at 
intervals  of  about  ten  days. 
Bag  the  clusters  soon  after 
the  fruit  sets. 

Sphinx  and  Other  Cater¬ 
pillars.  Several  species  of 
horn  worms,  as  well  as  other 
kinds  of  caterpillars,  feed 
upon  the  leaves.  Spray  with 
lead  arsenate  or  practice 
hand  picking.

Grape  Berry  Moth 
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Grape  Leaf-Hopper.  Small  yellow  and  red 
marked  leaf-hoppers  sucking  sap  from  under  side 
of  leaves.  Spray  under  surface  with  nicotine 
solution  or  Red  Arrow. 

Black  Rot.  Causes  reddish-brown  spots  on  leaves  ; 
more  rarely  on  stems ;  especially  bad  in  rotting 
the  berries,  which  finally  become  hard,  shrunken 
and  wrinkled  black  mummies.  This  is  one  of  the 
worst  diseases  of  the  grape,  and  often  difficult  to 
control  by  spraying,  which  must  be  thorough,  es¬ 
pecially  the  first  season.  Begin  spraying  before 
blossoming  time,  about  the  last  of  May,  with  a 
second  application  just  after  blossoming  and  sub¬ 
sequent  sprayings  at  intervals  of  about  ten  to 
fourteen  days.  Use  Bordeaux  up  to  the  last  of 
July,  and  then  change  to  the  soda  Bordeaux,  or 
Amm.  Sol.  Cop.  Carbonate,  though  usually  the  four 
or  five  sprayings  with  Bordeaux  are  sufficient. 

HOLLYHOCK 

Rust.  Appears  as  small,  compact,  reddish-brown 
outbreaks  on  leaves  and  stems.  After  their  death 
in  fall,  cut  off  the  plants  close  to  the  ground,  care¬ 
fully  gather  up  these  and  any  rubbish  that  may 
contain  spores  and  destroy  them.  Spraying  with 
Bordeaux  is  recommended  by  some  as  helpful  in 
checking  the  rust;  begin  as  plants  push  through 
the  ground. 

MAPLE 

Maple  Borer.  Larva  tunnels  in  spiral  course  up¬ 
ward  around  trunk  or  larger  branches  of  sugar 
maple,  working  in  sapwood  and  cambium,  often 
girdling  the  trees.  Examine  trees  in  September 
for  sawdust.  Find  the  burrow,  inject  carbon  di¬ 
sulphide  and  plug  the  opening. 

Woolly  Maple  Leaf  Scale.  Cottony  or  woolly 
masses  of  wax,  containing  the  females,  eggs  and 
sometimes  larvae,  appear  on  the  under  side  of  the 
leaves  in  midsummer;  insects  suck  out  the  sap, 
causing  leaves  to  fall  prematurely.  Males  and 
larvae  enter  crevices  of  bark  of  trunk  and 
branches ;  larvae  make  cases  here  and  pass  the 
winter.  Attacks  only  sugar  maples.  Spray  dor¬ 
mant  trees  with  nicotine  solution  and  soap.  Burn 
all  infested  leaves. 

Cottony  Maple  Scale.  Large,  oval,  brown,  soft 
scales  on  bark  of  branches  of  silver  and  red 
maples.  Each  scale  in  early  summer  develops  a 
large  cotton-like  tuft  of  wax  nearly  half  an  inch 
long,  and  soon  after  the  young  appear.  Spray 
with  miscible  oils  when  dormant.

POTATO 


Flea  Beetle.  Small  black  jumping  beetles  eat 
holes  through  the  leaves.  Spray  heavily  both 
upper  and  under  surfaces  with  lead  arsenate. 

Colorado  Beetle.  Adults  and  larvae  devour  the 
leaves.  Spray  with  lead  ar¬ 
senate  as  soon  as  injury  is 
apparent.  May  be  used  in 
Bordeaux  mixture. 

Three-Lined  Potato  Beetle. 

Larvae  feed  upon  the  leaves 
and  carry  their  black  excre¬ 
ment  on  their  backs.  Spray 
with  lead  arsenate. 

Stalk  Borer.  Larvae  tun¬ 
nels  inside  the  stalk.  Burn 
infected  vines. 

Potato  Aphid.  Green  aphids 
appearing  in  large  numbers 
suck  the  sap  from  shoots  and 
stems,  causing  much  damage. 

Spray  with  nicotine  solution 
or  Red  Arrow. 


Blight  or  Downy  Mildew.  Potato  Beetle 

Causes  a  sudden  blackening  of  the  leaves,  and 
often  death  to  the  vines,  from  July  to  September, 
in  moist  seasons;  usually  shows  a  slight  whitish 
growth  of  fungus  on  the  under  side  of  leaves ;  rots 
tubers.  Spray  with  Bordeaux  before  the  trouble 
appears  about  July  1st,  and  keep  vines  well  covered 
to  the  end  of  the  season.  Three  to  five  sprayings 
by  hand  to  five  to  seven  by  power  sprayer  are 
necessary.  After  last  cultivation  thoroughly  ridge 
up  the  rows  to  help  keep  the  spores  from  washing 
down  the  tubers.  Early  varieties  often  escape 
blight  by  maturing  before  its  appearance. 

Scah.  Produces  the  common  scabby  appearance 
on  surface  of  tubers.  Soak  seed  tubers  one  and 
one-half  hours  in  formalin  (formula  B).  Formalin 
fumes  are  often  used  when  large  quantities  are 
treated.  Care  in  filling  space  sufficiently,  however, 
is  necessary  to  avoid  injury  by  “pitting”  from 
absorption  of  fumes.  Avoid  planting  on  infected 
land  by  systematic  rotation.  The  use  of  lime, 
wood  ashes,  and  various  barnyard  manures  will 
increase  the  amount  of  scab.  The  same  trouble 
occurs  on  beets  and  turnips. 


MUSK  MELON 

Melon  Aphid.  Sucks  the  sap  from  the  under 
side  of  the  leaves  and,  when  abundant,  causes 
much  damage.  Underspray  the  leaves  with  nico¬ 
tine  solution  or  Red  Arrow. 

Striped  Cucumber  Beetle.  See  Cucumber. 

NASTURTIUM 

Aphid.  Brown  aphids  cluster  on  stems  and 
leaves,  sucking  the  sap.  Spray  with  nicotine 
solution  or  Red  Arrow. 

ONION 

Thrips  or  “White  Blast.”  Very  small  insects 
which  feed  upon  the  surface  of  the  leaves,  giving 
the  field  a  whitish  appearance.  Burn  all  tops  and 
refuse;  burn  over  the  grass  land  around  the  field 
to  kill  over-wintering  insects.  Spray  with  nicotine 
solution  or  Red  Arrow. 

PEA 

Green  Pea  Aphid.  Attacks  the  plants  early  in 
June  and  sucks  the  sap  from  the  leaves  and  stems, 


ROSE 

Rose  Slug.  Eats  away  the  green  portions  of  the 
leaves.  Spray  with  Red  Arrow. 

Aphid  or  Green  Fly.  Suck  sap  from  the  leaves 
and  stems.  Spray  with  nicotine  solution  or  Red 
Arrow. 

Mildew.  Develops  a  white  powdery  or  cobweb¬ 
like  growth  on  the  young  leaves,  which  become 
more  or  less  distorted  and  fall  off.  Tea  roses 
especially  susceptible.  Treat  same  as  for  leaf 
blotch;  or  dust  flowers  of  sulphur  over  the  leaves; 
be  careful  in  airing  greenhouses. 

SQUASH— PUMPKIN 

Squash  Lady-Beetle.  Both  adults  and  larvae 
devour  the  leaves.  Spray  with  lead  arsenate  or 
Red  Arrow. 

Striped  Cucumber  Beetle.  See  Cucumber. 

Squash  Bug  or  “Stink  Bug.”  A  brown  bug  three- 
fourths  of  an  inch  long  sucks  the  sap  from  the 
under  side  of  the  leaves,  causing  them  to  wilt 
and  die.  Spray  with  Red  Arrow. 
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A  Successful  Fruit  Spray  Program 


for  those  who  wish  to  prepare  small  quantities.  The  following  amounts  are  for  ten 
gallons  of  spray.  Read  manufacturers’  directions  for  using  greater  or  less  strength. 
It  is  very  important  that  the  spray  is  applied  at  the  right  time,  otherwise  it  is  almost 
worthless.  The  illustrations  below  show  the  four  most  important  stages  or  times  to  spray. 


For  Apple  and  Pear  Trees 


First:  Delayed  Dormant. 

To  control  Scale,  Aphis,  Pear 
Thrips,  Leaf  Roller,  European 
Red  Mite  and  Tent  Cater¬ 
pillar. 

Scalecide  (1-15).  2ld  qts. 
Scalecide  —  37ld  qts.  water 
makes  10  gallons  of  spray.

6 Id  oz.,  Sulfocide 

Fifth:  Ten  days  to  two  weeks  later  Repeat 
Fourth  Spray  for  Brown  Rot  and  Scab.
